Wc understand you have heard troin some Menihers ofCongress writing in 
oppo.sition to the proptised TransCanada Keystone Gull' Coast Expansion Protect (Key.stooe 
XL) pipeline. A.s you kniw. this 1 .700 mile endeavor ( \ yi5 miles in the United States) is of 
inteiest tt) many American and Canadian stakeholders and raises a number of issues 
pertaining to our nation's energy security. 

It is our view that the issues raised by some of our colleagues do not preclude the 
issuance of a Presidential Permit issued by the Department of State tor the prnjcct to proceed. 
Rather, the Department of Slate should move fonvard in the process to grant the permit on 
the basis that the projeet clearly would serve the national interest. Such is the crfteria /or 
approval pursuant to Executive Orders 1 1423 and 13337. 

While we may Uwk forward to a future of more diversified energy sources wc 
nonetheless rely on fossil fuels for the foreseeable future, much <if which is imported from 
the Middle Ea.st. Today. Canada is the largest supplier of energy to the United States, and 
our tricndly partnership with Canada can help the United States meet it.s energy demands 
with less dependence on countries at ixlds with our principles. The potential c^il extracted 
from Canadian t)il sands in partieular is estimated to be second t<> that of re.servc"s held by 
Saudi Arabia. At a nominal 9(Ml(XX) barrels per day the Keystone XL pipeline is surely of 
national interest as we can import from our northern neighbor. 

With worldwide increases in energy demand expected to continue, it would be a 
setback to the American people to arbitrarily wal!-otTthis valuable source iif energy \'mm 
Canada. Likewise, wc must not take steps that would rule out the responsible development 
of our own oil sands, such as those in California and Utah, should they be commercially 
viable in the long term. 

The Department of State has completed its due diligence in evaluating the 
environmental impact oflhc pipeline, lite Draft Environmental Impact Statement ( DEIS> 
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clearly explains thai no less than ten federal agencies collaborated with the Dcpanmcnt i»f 
State in this process, including the Environmental Protection Agency and the Department of 
the Interior. Additionally, various state and local agencies are responsible for issuing 
permit^!. 'Hie DlilS concludes that, "the proposed Keystone XI- Pniject would result in 
limited adverse environmental impacts during both destruction and operation." suhjuci to 
atnditions agreed to in the document. 

Madam Secretary, we ask that you give strong consideration to our views and 
welcome <in expeditious Presidential Permit for Keystone XL.
